Miller. Together, the Husker coaches were named the NFCA Midwest Region Coaching Staff of the Year in both 2013 and

Nebraska has been an annual contender for a conference 
title, winning a total of 19 championships in the 44 seasons 
it has been affiliated with a conference. The Huskers 
won 12 Big Eight titles from 1977 to 1995 and six Big 12 
championships from 1996 to 2011. Nebraska won its first 
Big Ten Conference title in 2014, and the Huskers have 
finished in the top three in four of their 10 seasons as a 
member of the Big Ten. 


The Big Ten is the only major conference where every school 
has a softball team, and 11 of the 14 teams have made the 
postseason in the past 10 seasons where there has been a 
tournament. Despite the league's success and commitment 
to the sport, Nebraska's history stacks up well against its 
peers, as the charts below indicate.

Head Coach Rhonda Revelle and her staff, charged with 
building upon one of the most storied foundations in 
collegiate softball, have been determined to continue the 
Nebraska tradition to the present day. 


Over the last 27 seasons (1995 to 2021), the Huskers have 
competed in 20 NCAA Tournaments, advancing to the 
Women's College World Series three times and posting 
eight top-10 finishes at the NCAA Tournament. Nebraska 
has won 65 percent of its games since 1995, while capturing 
seven conference titles and finishing the year in the top-25 
poll on 15 occasions, including eight top-15 rankings. 


The 1998 Huskers also put together the first undefeated 
season in Big 12 history, finishing 16-0 en route to the 
regular-season title, then going 4-0 while winning the Big 
12 postseason championship. Individuals have also seen 
success recently, earning 21 All-America awards and 12 
academic All-America certificates over the last 26 seasons. 


Nebraska has won seven conference titles - including the first 
undefeated season in Big 12 history - and made three trips to the 
Women's College World Series since 1998.

The success and legacy of the Nebraska softball program 
are not limited to the Cornhusker State or a four-year college 
career. Using the training and tools taught at NU, former 
players have gone on to continue their playing careers 
on both the professional and international levels. A pair 
of Huskers competed at both the 2004 Athens Olympics 
and 2008 Beijing Olympics, the last two years softball was 
an Olympic sport before returning in 2020. Lori Sippel, a 
pitcher for Team Canada in the 1996 Atlanta Olympics, also 
coached the Canadians in Beijing. In 2018, former Husker 
Taylor Edwards made the USA Softball Women's National 
Team. Edwards helped the team win the gold medal at 
the WBSC Women's World Championships, which earned 
them a spot in the 2020 Olympic Games in Tokyo. In 2019, 
Edwards made the Women's National Team again and 
was set to compete in Tokyo. However, the Olympics were 
postponed to 2021 because of the Coronavirus pandemic, 
where Edwards served as a team alternate. 

In the professional ranks, Nebraska had more players 
selected for the National Pro Fastpitch league's inaugural 
All-Star game in 2005 than any other collegiate program 
except UCLA. Tatum and Taylor Edwards won back-to-back 
NPF titles with the Chicago Bandits in 2015 and 2016, while 
Kiki Stokes was one of the league's top rookies in 2016 with 
the Scrap Yard Dawgs. In 2017, Stokes, along with Taylor 
Edwards and MJ Knighten, helped the Dawgs to their first 
NPF title. 


BOWLIN STADIUM: HOME OF THE HUSKERS 


The Huskers have ranked in the top 10 nationally in Five Largest Bowlin Stadium Crowds: 
attendance four times since Bowlin Stadium opened in re 

2002. Nebraska set a season attendance record in 2016, 2,302 - vs. Michigan (April 9, 2016) 
when the Huskers were one of only 19 schools nationally 2,204 - vs. Ohio State (April 19, 2014) 
to average more than 1,000 fans per game. NU averaged . 

1,006 fans per game in 2016, including a school-record 1,960 - vs. Texas (April 9, 2011) 
attendance of 2,302 for the World's Largest Softball Tailgate 1,844 — vs. lowa (May 17, 2003) 
vs. No. 1 Michigan. The Huskers have drawn 36 crowds of pase 

1,000 or larger at Bowlin Stadium. 1,840 — vs. Michigan (April 27, 2013) 
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Bowlin Stadium is part of the 32-acre Haymarket 
Park complex that was built for $29.53 million in 
2001. The 2004 SportsTurf Managers Association 
College/University Division Field of the Year, Bowlin 
Stadium opened in 2002. The clubhouse and locker 
room were renovated in 2010 (below) and a new 
$4.75 million indoor practice facility opened in the 
fall of 2011 (bottom). A video board was added 
in 2012 and new turf was planted following that 
season. In 2017, a new video board was installed. 
The Bowlin Stadium clubhouse includes medical 
facilities, coaches' offices, a locker room and 
players’ lounge. 


Bowlin Stadium can accommodate up to 2,500 
fans. It features 750 chairback seats with an 
up-close view of the action, as well as berm seating 
behind both dugouts and in the outfield, and 
bleacher seating on the first base concourse. The 
dimensions of the field are 200 feet down both foul 
lines and 220 feet in center. Nebraska is 241-104 
all-time at Bowlin Stadium.

Northern lowa, lowa State, 
South Dakota State, Wichita State, 
Boston, Central Florida, Long Beach State, 
Stanford, Michigan and Minnesota all 
advanced to the NCAA Regionals in 2021. 


The Huskers will see Northern lowa, lowa 
State and South Dakota their firstweekend 
of play at the UNI Dome Tournament. 


NU faces Wichita State at Bowlin Stadium 
for the first home game of the season. 


Nebraska will face Boston, Central Florida 
and Long Beach State at the Judi Garman 
Classic in California. 


The Huskers host Stanford for one game 
at Bowlin Stadium on March 22. 


NU will face Big Ten foes Michigan on the 
road and host Minnesota for three-game 
conference series.

Nebraska will have 17 home games at 
Bowlin Stadium in 2022. The schedule will 
feature only 15 home dates, as two of the 
dates will be doubleheaders.

BIG TEN TOURNAMENT 

The 2022 Big Ten Tournament is set for 
May 12-14 at Michigan State's Secchia 
Stadium. The top 12 teams in the final 
regular-season standings will compete in 
the tournament, with the top four seeds 
earning a bye. 


OKC HOSTS WCWS 

The 2022 Women's College World Series 
will be held at ASA Hall of Fame Stadium 
in Oklahoma City for the 24th straight 
season and the 31st time overall. 


2022 SEASON OUTLOOK 


Nebraska has been one of the nation's most successful programs 
over the past nine years. The Huskers have posted three top-20 
national finishes and two top-10 finishes in the last nine years, 
while winning two NCAA Regional titles and advancing to the 
2013 Women's College World Series. Nebraska also claimed its 
first Big Ten title in 2014. 

The Huskers look to attend to some unfinished business in 2022 
after getting the second half of the 2020 season canceled due 
to the Coronavirus pandemic and competing in conference-only 
play in 2021. 

Nebraska welcomes two freshmen and one transfer this season 
and returns nine upperclassmen with plenty of experience to lead 
the squad in 2022. 

The Huskers return all of their pitchers from the 2021 season 
which produced NU's best ERA since 2014. 

Senior Olivia Ferrell returns for her fifth year as the most 
experienced Husker in the circle. Ferrell has a career ERA of 
4.11 and has recorded 241 strikeouts. Senior Courtney Wallace 
will also lead the Huskers, who has made 35 career starts and 68 
appearances. Wallace had a 2.86 ERA in 2021, the best of any 
NU pitcher during the season. Karlee Seevers, a senior from York, 
Neb., is the third senior on the pitching staff for the 2022 season. 
Sophomore Kaylin Kinney appeared in 36.2 innings her first year 
with the Big Red, tallying 26 starts. 

Joing Ferrell, Wallace and Seevers in the senior class are 
infielders Cam Ybarra and Anni Raley. Cam Ybarra started all 
44 games last year at second base, stretching her streak to 67 
consecutive starts at second base for Nebraska. Ybarra recorded 
the highest fielding percentage by a Husker second baseman 
since 2010. Last season, Raley started a team-high 33 games at 
catcher and is expected to be a leader behind the plate. 

The junior class includes Peyton Glatter, Brooke Andrews and 
Oregon-transfer Mya Felder. Glatter started 33 games (17 in 
left field, 12 in right field, 4 as the DP) and hit safely in a career- 
best seven consecutive games during the 2021 season. Glatter 
will contribute both on offense and defensively during the 2022 
season. Andrews started 31 games, including her first 30 career 
starts at third base. Andrews has a .261 career batting average. 
Felder joins the Huskers after playing her freshman year at New 
Mexico State and the last two years at Oregon. Felder has played 
in 127 games in her collegiate career with 118 starts. She boasts a 
.326 career average with 23 doubles, 12 home runs and 46 RBIs. 
She is expected to help the Big Red defensively at first base. 

The sophomore class is the largest consisting of infielders Billie 
Andrews, Sydney Gray, Abbey Newlun and Kaylin Kinney, and 
outfielders Caitlynn Neal, Abbie Squier and Camyl Armendariz. 
Andrews had a standout performance her freshman year earning 
First-Team All-Big Ten and Big Ten All-Freshman Team honors. 
Andrews started all 44 games at shortstop in 2021. Gray started 14 
games before suffering a season-ending injury. Gray is expected 
to return to the Huskers this year and make an immediate impact. 
Newlun, Squier, Neal and Armendariz all add depth to their 
positions and can contribute offensively as well. 

The freshman class is young but mighty. With two newcomers, 
the Huskers will hope to build depth in the dugout. Ava Bredwell, 
a catcher from Shawnee, Kan., had a successful high school 
career and could help the Huskers offensively. Mckinley Malecha, 
a catcher from Lakeville, Minn., was an all-state catcher in high 
school and could also make an impact in the offensive lineup.

PITCHING STAFF 
Olivia Ferrell returns as NU's most experienced pitcher and 
will help lead the pitching staff in 2022. Through four seasons, 
Ferrell has pitched 352.1 innings and made 95 appearances 
in the circle, while adding 241 strikeouts. As a hitter, Ferrell 
has a career batting average of .211. 


Karlee Seevers will add depth to the pitching staff in 2022 
and looks to make her first start in the circle. While she 
hasn't made any starts, Seevers pitched twice in relief as 
a sophomore and junior. She has also has appeared as a 
pinch runner and has scored two runs. 


Courtney Wallace is expected to help the Huskers in several 
areas. She has made 68 career appearances in the circle. A 
versatile athlete, she has also made starts in the outfield and 
infield. At the plate, Wallace hit .218 last season. She has 33 
career runs, eight career doubles, six triples and four homers. 


Kaylin Kinney was a key contributor as a freshman starting 
five games and making 16 appearances. She recorded 17 
strikeouts during the 2021 season. She also hit .238 and 
slugged .425, with four homers and 11 RBIs. 
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CATCHERS 

AnniRaley started in a team-high 23 games at catcher during 
her junior campaign and will likely be the leader behind 
the plate this year. Raley has a career batting average of 
.212 and has recorded three doubles, two triples and one 
homerun. 


Ava Bredwell will compete for the starting catcher position 
as a freshman. Bredwell had a successful high school career 
earning first-team all-state selection honors as a senior. She 
could help the Huskers on offense as well. 
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Mckinley Malecha will compete for the starting catcher 
position as a freshman. Malecha was an all-state catcher for 
her high school, Lakeville North, and served as the team 
captain her senior year. 
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OUTFIELDERS 
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Cam Ybarra returns to the Huskers after starting all 44 
games at second base in 2021 and has totaled 67 starts 
at Nebraska. Ybarra posted a .986 fileding percentage in 
2021, committing only two errors which was the fewest of 
any middle infielder in the Big Ten. She is also one of the 
top hitters for NU, tallying 124 hits and 55 RBIs. 


Brooke Andrews adds experience to the defense, tallying 
14 starts at shortstop and 31 at third base. At the plate, she 
has .261 in her career, which ranks fourth on the team. She 
has recorded 29 hits including six doubles, three homeruns 
and 17 RBIs. 


Billie Andrews made an immediate impact as a freshman, 
starting all 44 games in 2021. Andrews recorded 63 putouts 
and a fielding percentage of .912. She has the highest 
batting average of a returner, hitting .317, tallying 45 hits 
and seven homeruns. 


Sydney Gray retuns to the Huskers healthy, after suffering a 
season-ending injury in 2021. Gray started 14 of 16 games 
at third base prior to her injury and led the Huskers with five 
multi-hit games, ranking second on the team with 13 hits 
and four doubles. 


Abbey Newlunis expected to help the Huskers in the infield. 
The sophomore appeared in two games as a pinch hitter 
in 2021. Prior to Nebraska, Newlun was a standout hitter 
for Wooldlands High School, tallying 69 hits, 49 RBls, 16 
doubles, three triples, and nine home runs in her four-year 
career. 


Mya Felder will compete for a starting spot in the infield 
as a junior. The Oregon transfer posted a .296 average 
with 14 extra-base hits, 31 RBIs and more walks (30) than 
strikeouts (25). She hit .356 in the shortened 2020 season 
and committed only one error at first base. 


Peyton Glatter is a likely pick to start in the outfield for 
Nebraska in 2022. Glatter is one of the most experienced 
returners, tallying 87 career starts. At the plate, Glatter has a 
career batting average of .229. 


Caitlynn Neal will compete for a starting spot in the outfield 
after recording 21 starts in 2021. She tallied 30 putouts while 
holding a fielding percentage of .971. She also added six 
RBIs on 11 hits. Neal will also add depth to the pitching staff. 


Abbie Squier is expected to help the Huskers in the outfield 
after starting seven games in left field and two games in right 
field during the 2021 season. She recorded six putouts and a 
fielding percentage of .875. On offense, Squier tallied five hits 
and four RBls on 35 at bats. 


Camyl Armendariz adds depth to the outfield recording 
| career start and 25 game appearances. She appeared 
20 times as a pinch runner in 2021, scoring eight runs. 
Armendariz will also add depth to the infielder position 
group.

When Nebraska began its search for a head softball coach following 
the 1992 season, the Huskers were in need of an enthusiastic, high-energy 
coach who could return the program to its perch among the nation’s elite. 
NU found that coach in Rhonda Revelle, who returned to her alma mater in 
1993 on a mission to re-establish the Huskers as a national power. 

Consider it mission accomplished. 

The numbers speak for themselves: 1,020 wins; 20 NCAA Tournament 
berths; 15 top-20 national finishes; eight top-10 finishes; eight coach-of- 
the-year awards; seven conference titles; and three trips to the Women’s 
College World Series. Those numbers solidify Revelle as one of the sport's 
elite coaches, and the National Fastpitch Coaches Association agreed in 
2010, when Revelle was inducted into the NFCA Hall of Fame. 

While Revelle's legacy continues to grow, she is only focused on continuing 
to raise the bar for one of the nation’s elite programs. Revelle helped form 
Nebraska's tradition as a player on the Huskers' 1982 team, which qualified 
for the inaugural Women's College World Series. Her contributions as both 
player and coach were a big reason why Nebraska was voted the 12th-best 
program of all-time by the NFCA in 2003 and was recognized as the 10th- 
winningest program in NCAA history by CBS College Sports in 2007. 

Entering her 30th season in 2022, Revelle owns nearly every Nebraska 
coaching record. With a record of 1,020-604 at Nebraska, Revelle has won 
more games than any other coach - male or female - in the history of Husker 
Athletics. 

Revelle is about more than just wins however. She places the student- 
athlete first in every decision she makes and is committed to developing 
not only great players, but great students and citizens as well. Whether its 
her record-breaking win totals or her commitment to extending Nebraska's 
national lead in academic All-Americans, there is no doubt that Revelle was 
a home-run hire for the Husker softball program. 


THE WINNINGEST COACH IN NU HISTORY 

Rhonda Revelle has won 1,020 games at Nebraska, more wins than any 
other coach - male or female - in the history of Nebraska Athletics. Revelle 
passed baseball coach John Sanders as Nebraska's all-time wins leader 
with her 768th victory on March 3, 2013. She became Nebraska softball's 
all-time wins leader with her 189th victory on April 11, 1998. 
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A HALL-OF-FAME COACH 

Rhonda Revelle earned the highest honor a collegiate softball coach 
can achieve in 2010, when she was inducted into the National Fastpitch 
Coaches Association Hall of Fame. Revelle is a member of an elite 
fraternity, as she is one of only 78 coaches to be enshrined in the NFCA 
Hall of Fame. Revelle is one of 11 Hall of Famers who are actively coaching 
at the Division | level in 2022.

Rhonda Revelle has been named coach of the year in three conferences 
during her career. Revelle was named Big Eight Coach of the Year in her 
third season at Nebraska in 1995, and she was the Big 12 Coach of the 
Year in both 1998 and 2001. In 2014, Revelle was honored as the Big Ten 
Coach of the Year.

Nebraska softball is second in the nation with 30 academic All-Americans, 
a total that is the fourth-highest in NCAA history among all female athletic 
programs. Revelle has contributed to that total, producing 14 academic 
All-Americans in her first 29 seasons.

The NFCA top-25 poll began in 1995 and in its 27-year history, the 
Huskers have been ranked in the final poll 15 times, all under head coach 
Rhonda Revelle. Nebraska was one of only six programs in the country to 
end the season with a national ranking in each of the first 12 years of the 
poll's existence. Revelle has guided Nebraska to 12 top-20 final rankings, 
eight top-15 rankings and three top-10 rankings. 

Revelle also led NU to its highest national ranking when the Huskers 
spent three weeks ranked third during the 2003 season. Revelle has also 
guided Nebraska to its only three victories over a No. 1-ranked team. 


Before the 2020 Tokyo Olympics, softball was last included in the 
Olympic Games in 2008. That season, two of Rhonda Revelle's former 
Huskers competed for Team Canada, helping the Canadians to a fourth- 
place finish. Revelle was one of only five college coaches to have multiple 
former players compete in the 2008 Olympics. She trailed only Arizona's 
Mike Candrea for the most former players competing in the Beijing 
Olympics. Softball returned to the Olympics in 2020 and former Husker 
All-America catcher Taylor Edwards was one of 18 players selected to 
represent the United States at the Olympics. Edwards was one of just two 
former Big Ten players to make the roster. However, the Olympics were 
postponed until 2021 because of the Coronavirus pandemic. Edwards 
served as an alternate for Team USA this past July. 


Ten of Rhonda Revelle's former players have gone on to successful 
careers in the National Pro Fastpitch League. The NPF held its lone All-Star 
Game in 2005, and three former Huskers were selected to participate in 
the game, the second-highest total among all collegiate programs. Four of 
Revelle's former players have won NPF championships, including two-time 
All-America twins Tatum and Taylor Edwards, who won back-to-back titles 
with the Chicago Bandits in 2015 and 2016. In 2017, All-Americans Kiki 
Stokes and MJ Knighten, along with Taylor Edwards helped the Scrap Yard 
Dawgs to its first NPF title. 


In addition to her coaching duties, Rhonda Revelle is also committed to 
growing the popularity of Husker softball. She was instrumental in Bowlin 
Stadium being built, and since the facility opened in 2002, the Huskers 
have ranked in the top 10 nationally in attendance six times. 

Nebraska softball's popularity has continued to grow, reaching new 
heights in recent seasons. In 2016, the Huskers averaged a school-record 
1,006 fans per game. That same season, Nebraska set a world record for 
the largest softball tailgate when 2,302 fans came out to watch the Huskers 
take on top-ranked Michigan. 


Rhonda Revelle's impact is not limited to Nebraska. She has served as 
a visionary leader for the sport and finished her third term as president of 
the National Fastpitch Coaches Association in 2016. Revelle also served 
previous stints as the organization's president from 1999-2002 and 2005- 
06. Currently, Revelle serves as the NFCA All-America Midwest Regional 
Representative. 

In addition to her coaching duties, Revelle has also been the top 
female administrator for Nebraska Athletics, serving as the Huskers’ Senior 
Woman Administrator from 2006 to 2008 before returning her full-time 
focus to coaching. 


In addition to being a champion on the field, Rhonda Revelle is also 
a champion in the community, as one of the most active volunteers in 
the Lincoln community. The 2003 Downtown YMCA Co-Volunteer of the 
Year, Revelle has served as chairperson for several charitable campaigns, 
including the UNL United Way Combined Campaign, Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society Light the Night campaign, the Downtown YMCA 
Strong Kids campaign, the YMCA Cycle-a-Thon for Strong Kids campaign 
and the Lincoln Youth Council "Let ‘Em Play" campaign. Under Revelle, the 
2005 United Way Combined Campaign raised its highest dollar amount to 
date. Revelle is also actively involved with Lincoln's Child Advocacy Center. 


REVELLE'S SEASON HIGHLIGHTS 


1993: REVELLE BEGINS REBUILDING PROJECT 

Nebraska won 18 games in Rhonda Revelle's first season, as she laid 
the foundation to return the Husker softball program to the traditional 
success she helped create as a player. Nebraska posted a fifth-place finish 
in the Big Eight Conference led primarily by underclassmen, and Revelle 
produced her first academic All-American. 


1994: SETTING THE STAGE FOR A RETURN TO PROMINENCE 

The Huskers improved their victory total by three games in 1994, winning 
21 games in Revelle's second season. While the progress was slower than 
Revelle may have hoped, the 1994 season set the stage for a breakthrough 
1995 campaign, and Revelle coached an academic All-American for the 
second straight year. 


1995: HUSKERS BACK IN THE NCAA TOURNAMENT 

Nebraska's re-emergence on the national scene began to fully take 
shape in Revelle’s third season, when she was named the 1995 Big Eight 
Conference and NFCA Midwest Region Coach of the Year. The honors 
came after Revelle guided Nebraska to a school-record 43 victories and a 
No. 18 final ranking in the inaugural NFCA top-25 poll. Nebraska advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament for the first time in seven seasons and recorded 
a top-20 national finish. Individually, Tobin Echo-Hawk and Ali Viola, the 
1995 Big Eight Player of the Year, were each named second-team Alll- 
Americans, becoming the first Huskers to earn All-America status in eight 
seasons. They were the first pair of Husker hitters to earn All-America 
honors in the same season. 


1996: MAINTAINING THE SUCCESS 

Revelle posted another 40-win season in 1996, and the Huskers were the 
runner-up at the inaugural Big 12 Tournament. Nebraska advanced to the 
NCAA Tournament and finished in a tie for 17th for the second year in a 
row. The Huskers also ended the season with a No. 18 national ranking for 
the second straight season. Echo-Hawk and Viola repeated as All-America 
selections, and Revelle also coached her third player to academic All- 
America accolades. 


1997: RELOADING, NOT REBUILDING 

Revelle's first freshman class was instrumental in returning Nebraska to 
national prominence. Following that group's graduation, the 1997 season 
proved Revelle had a formula for sustained success. The Huskers made a 
third straight trip to the NCAA Tournament, posting a top-10 finish for the 
first time in a Hees The strong finish helped Nebraska earn a No. 25 
national ranking and Jennifer Lizama became the third different Husker to 
earn All-America accolades in three seasons. 


1998: HUSKERS RETURN TO THE WCWS 

In 1998, Nebraska enjoyed its first championship season in a decade. 
NU finished with a 48-12 record in Revelle's sixth season, setting school 
records for wins and win percentage. Revelle picked up Big 12 Conference 
Coach-of-the-Year honors after Nebraska swept through the league with 
a perfect 20-0 record en route to capturing the conference regular-season 
and tournament titles, posting the only undefeated conference season in 
Big 12 history. Included in that run was a 4-1 victory at Baylor on April 
11, which made Revelle the winningest coach in program history (189). 
Nebraska won a home regional to advance to the Women's College World 
Series, where the Huskers finished in a tie for fifth to earn a No. 5 national 
ranking. The Huskers had a school-record three players earn All-America 
recognition while adding another academic All-American. Jenny Voss also 
became the first pitcher in program history to earn first-team All-America 
honors. Ali Viola ended her career with a third All-America award and a 
second Big 12 Player-of-the-Year honor. 


1999: NU KEEPS ROLLING AFTER LOSING TALENTED SENIORS 
Following the record-breaking 1998 season, Nebraska nearly made another 
run to Oklahoma City in Revelle's seventh season. Despite graduating a 
pair of All-Americans, the Huskers caught fire in the postseason, finishing 
as the runner-up at the Big 12 Tournament before winning four games 
in the NCAA Tournament. The Huskers lost to Arizona State, 4-2, in the 
regional championship game with a trip to the Women's College World 
Series on the line. Nebraska's third consecutive top-10 national finish 
helped the Huskers end the 1999 season with a No. 20 national ranking. 
Jennifer Lizama earned first-team All-America honors, becoming Revelle's 
third first-team All-American. 


2000: NEW CENTURY, NEW RECORD WIN TOTAL 

Nebraska won a school-record 52 games in Revelle's eighth season. The 
Huskers finished second in the Big 12 - behind eventual national champion 
Oklahoma - before winning the Big 12 Tournament. Making its sixth 
consecutive NCAA Tournament appearance, NU ie a same finish for 
the fourth straight year and was ranked 14th in the final poll. Individually, 
Nebraska had multiple All-Americans for the fourth time in six seasons. 
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2001: ASECOND STRAIGHT 50-WIN SEASON 

In 2001, Nebraska dominated the Big 12 Conference, finishing 16-2 to 
win the regular-season title. The Big 12 Coach of the Year, Revelle led the 
Huskers to a school-record 18 straight victories. Nebraska finished in a tie 
for 17th at the NCAA Tournament and was ranked 14th in the final NFCA 


poll. 


2002: HUSKERS HEAD BACK TO OKLAHOMA CITY 

The Huskers made it back to the Women's College World Series in 2002. 
Nebraska posted a school-record 23-game winning streak, helping the 
Huskers spend six consecutive weeks ranked fourth in the polls. Nebraska 
then swept through NCAA Regional play to advance to the Women's 
College World Series. The Huskers won one game in Oklahoma City while 
losing a pair of one-run heartbreakers. Nebraska earned a No. 6 final 
ranking and posted a top-10 finish in the NCAA Tournament for the fifth 
time in six seasons. Kim Ogee became the first player under Revelle to 
earn academic and athletic All-America honors in the same season. 


2003: HUSKERS CLAIM HIGHEST RANKING EVER 

The 2003 season once again saw Nebraska rise to new heights. The 
Huskers opened the season ranked in the preseason top five for the first 
time ever. Revelle's team quickly Seeehdee the No. 3 spot in the poll, 
spending three consecutive weeks in the highest ranking Nebraska has 
ever achieved. Each of the Huskers’ final 13 losses on the season were 
by two runs or less and Nebraska had to settle for a No. 13 final ranking 
following a loss in the NCAA Regional semifinals at Bowlin Stadium. 


2004: NEBRASKA SWEEPS BIG 12 TITLES 

In Revelle's 12th season, the 2004 Huskers swept the Big 12 Conference 
regular-season and tournament titles but received a tough draw for the 
NCAA Tournament. Nebraska was unable to get past California in the 
NCAA Regional final, as the Huskers ended their season with a 45-17 
record and a No. 14 ranking, while the Bears went on to finish as the 
national runner-up. Nebraska posted a ninth-place national finish behind 
Peaches James, a second-team All-American and the 2004 Big 12 Player 
of the Year. 


2005: NU HOSTS NCAA REGIONAL FOR THIRD STRAIGHT YEAR 
Nebraska faced a tough schedule in 2005, but Revelle's team won 36 
games to earn a No. 25 ranking in the final poll. Nebraska was selected to 
host an NCAA Regional for the third straight season, but the Huskers were 
eliminated with a pair of one-run losses after winning their opener. Revelle 
won her 500th game at Nebraska when the Huskers defeated Cal State 
Fullerton, 8-0, on March 19. 


2006: NEBRASKA POSTS 44-12 RECORD 

Nebraska finished 44-12 in Revelle's 14th season and posted the program's 
fourth-highest winning percentage. The Huskers finished second in the 
Big 12 and advanced to another NCAA Regional final, posting a top-20 
national finish for the 11th time in 12 seasons. NU ended the season ranked 
14th, the final year of its run as one of only six programs nationally to be 
ranked in every final NFCA poll during the poll's first 12 years in existence. 
While Nebraska did not produce an All-American in 2006, the Huskers had 
multiple academic All-Americans for the first time under Revelle. 


2007: HUSKERS MAKE 15TH STRAIGHT NCAA TOURNAMENT 

The 2007 Huskers featured one of the top pitching staffs in school history, 
as Nebraska finished ninth nationally in ERA. NU finished with 37 wins and 
was selected to host a fourth NCAA Regional at Bowlin Stadium in five 
seasons. Despite a solid season, Nebraska finished the year unranked, 
snapping a streak of 12 consecutive seasons with a final national ranking. 


2008: YOUNG HUSKERS OVERCOME CHALLENGES TO FINISH 
STRONG 

Revelle faced arguably her toughest challenge in her 16th season. The 
2008 Huskers were without a single senior and ace Molly Hill - the 2007 
Big 12 ERA champion - missed more than a month due to injury. NU was 
also without pitching coach Lori Sippel for most of the year, as Sippel was 
preparing Team Canada for the 2008 Olympics. The challenges were too 
many for NU to overcome, as Nebraska posted its first losing season since 
1994, but the Huskers did make a run to the championship game of the 
Big 12 Tournament, while Hill finished the year strong to earn academic 
All-America accolades. 


2009: NU WINS 35 GAMES, RETURNS TO POSTSEASON 

The Huskers made it back to the postseason in 2009, totaling 35 wins and 
earning a trip to the Knoxville (Tenn.) Regional. Nebraska posted a 10- 
game improvement in the win column from 2008 to 2009. Revelle picked 
up her 650th win at Nebraska in the Huskers’ win over regional champion 
Jacksonville State in the NCAA Tournament opener. Individually, Molly Hill 
was named a first-team academic All-American. 


2010: HUSKERS POST 14TH 30-WIN SEASON UNDER REVELLE 
Nebraska added an academic All-American for the third straight season 
in 2010, when Robin Mackin was a second-team selection. The Huskers 
also had a program-record five players selected to the academic all-district 
first or second team, while producing three all-region selections on the 
field. As a team, Nebraska produced a 30-win season and qualified for the 
NCAA Tournament. Nebraska won one postseason game while making 
as NCAA Tournament with a roster that featured 11 first- or second-year 
players. 


2011: HUSKERS RETURN TO NATIONAL RANKINGS 

Revelle challenged her team to put Nebraska softball back on the national 
map in 2011, and her team accomplished just that. NU posted the best 
start in school history and finished with a 41-14 record, winning 40 games 
and advancing to an NCAA Regional final for the first time in five seasons. 
Along the way, Nebraska rose to 11th in the polls while defeating No. 1 
Florida to give the program its first-ever victory over a No. 1 team. Taylor 
Edwards earned third-team All-America honors as a freshman. She was 
the nation's only freshman position player named to an All-America team, 
while she also became the first Nebraska catcher to earn All-America 
accolades. A pair of Huskers were academic All-America honorees. 


2012: NEBRASKA MOVES TO BIG TEN CONFERENCE 

In 2012, Revelle guided Nebraska to a third-place finish in its first year 
as a member of the Big Ten Conference. Although the Huskers’ 33-22 
record wasn't enough to get them into the NCAA Tournament, 10 of the 
Huskers' 13 non-conference losses came against teams that made the 
NCAA Tournament, including four losses to teams that won an NCAA 
Regional. Nebraska picked up six wins over postseason teams in 2012, 
including a three-game sweep over NCAA Regional finalist Northwestern 
in the Huskers’ first-ever Big Ten Conference series. Nebraska finished with 
a 15-1 record at Bowlin Stadium. 


20135: WORLD SERIES BERTH, COACHING RECORD 
In 2013, leading a group that featured seven freshmen among its 16 
layers and only one pitcher with collegiate experience, Revelle helped 
Rigbracks go from unranked in the preseason polls to a No. 8 final 
ranking, the program's first NCAA Super Regional appearance and a trip 
to the Women's College World Series. Nebraska tinished 45-16, tying 
for the fifth-most victories in school history, including a 1-0 win at No. 1 
Oklahoma. One day after the Oklahoma victory, Revelle led Nebraska to 
a doubleheader sweep at Oklahoma State, when she became Nebraska's 
all-time wins leader across all sports. NU earned the No. 14 seed for the 
NCAA Tournament, and the Huskers swept through their home regional. 
Nebraska then went 2-1 in a best-of-three Super Regional series at No. 3 
Oregon. In Oklahoma City, the Huskers lost a pair of one-run, extra-innin 
games, finishing in seventh place. Tatum Edwards was named a second- 
team All-American in 2013. 


2014: REVELLE WINS FIRST BIG TEN TITLE 

In 2014, Revelle was named the Big Ten Coach of the Year. Nebraska won 
44 games and captured its first Big Ten championship while winning an 
NCAA Regional title for the second straight year. The Huskers won four 
games in less than 24 hours to win the NCAA Columbia (Mo.) Regional. 
NU's season ended with a pair of one-run losses at No. 2 Alabama in Super 
Regional play. With the fewest upperclassmen of any NCAA Tournament, 
Newede posted a second straight top-10 national finish. Lone seniors 
ale team) and Taylor (first team) Edwards both earned All-America 
accolades. 


2015: HUSKERS SURGE TO POSTSEASON WITH STRONG FINISH 

In 2015, Revelle guided a roster that featured eight newcomers to the 
NCAA Tournament. NU struggled early but won 15 of its final 20 games to 
finish with 35 victories. The Huskers made it to the championship game of 
the Big Ten Tournament, falling to eventual national runner-up Michigan. 
Nebraska won one game in the NCAA Tournament before suffering a 
one-run, 10-inning loss at No. 5 LSU, which went on to finish third at the 
Women's College World Series. Individually, Kiki Stokes was named a 
third-team All-American. 


2016: NU ADVANCES TO ANOTHER NCAA REGIONAL FINAL 
Nebraska advanced to an NCAA Regional Final for the third time in four 
seasons in 2016, earning a top-20 national finish while posting a 35-21 
record. Led by first-team All-American MJ Knighten and chirdtearn All- 
American Kiki Stokes, Nebraska knocked off three top-10 teams in 2016, 
including a 1-0 victory over No. 1 Michigan that marked the program's 
third win over a No. 1 team - all during Revelle's tenure. Off the field, 
Nebraska became the first softball program in NCAA history to total 30 
CoSIDA Academic All-Americans when Mattie Fowler was named to the 
first team. The Huskers also set a season attendance record in 2016, 
averaging 1,006 fans per game at Bowlin Stadium. 


2017: YOUNG HUSKERS MAKE PROGRESS 

With a returning roster that featured fewer career returning at bats and 
innings pitched than the Huskers lost to Giese en one of Revelle's 
least experienced teams also had the challenge of facing one of the 
toughest schedules in school history. NU played 24 of its 54 games 
against opponents who earned a top-25 ranking, including each of its first 
11 games. Although Nebraska was never able to fully overcome a slow 
start against top competition, the Huskers had four thiesgamne sweeps 


in Big Ten Conference play to post the program's sixth consecutive top- 
five conference finish. Highlighting the success in league play was a three- 
game sweep at No. 22 Wisconsin, which marked the first three-game 
sweep of a ranked conference opponent in Nebraska softball history. 


2018: NU SEES IMPROVEMENTS, REVELLE REACHES MILESTONE 

The 2018 Nebraska softball team featured many new faces and almost a 
completely new infield. However, the Huskers still finished 31-23, winning 
seven more games than the previous season. NU went 10-5 in its first 
three tournaments, which included wins over No. 19 BYU, No. 15 Utah and 
No. 6 Texas A&M. Nebraska finished conference play with a 9-13 record 
and earned a spot in the Big Ten Tournament for the sixth straight year. 
Individually, Kaylan Jablonski, Tristen Edwards and Alyvia Simmons emerged 
as elite players and earned all-conference honors. Jablonski and Simmons 
also earned all-region accolades. Jablonski also became the first player in 
NCAA history to hit three home runs in a game and also be the winning 
pitcher in that game. Revelle coached her 1,500th career game and picked 
up her 950th win at Nebraska in 2018. 


2019: YOUNG PLAYERS STEP UP, HUSKERS GROW AS ATEAM 

The 2019 season was one of growth for Nebraska softball. The Huskers 
welcomed eight newcomcers to the squad, including seven freshmen. As 
a young team, Nebraska relied heavily on the new class, but they stepped 
up and gained a lot of immediate experience. Freshmen Courtney 
Wallace and Lindsey Walljasper pitched and hit for the Huskers and were 
Nebraska's two primary pitchers. The pair, along with classmate Peyton 
Glatter, emerged as powerful hitters for Nebraska and helped the Husker 
offense. Junior Tristen Edwards was explosive at the plate, setting several 
school records. Edwards earned all-conference and all-region honors. 
Senior catcher Bri Cassidy also earned all-region honors, while fellow 
senior Alyiva Simmons was an all-conference outfielder for Nebraska. 


2020: SEASON CUT SHORT DUE TO COVID-19 
The 2020 season was cut short due to the Coronavirus pandemic. Nebraska 
layed just 23 games before the season ended. On Feb. 8, Head Coach 
Bronee Revelle picked up her 1,000th career win as a head coach with 
a 16-3 five-inning run-rule win. Tristen Edwards led the conference in 
slugging (1.000), runs scored (28), hits (33), doubles (10), home runs (11) 
and total bases (76) and ranked third in the Big Ten in batting average 
(.434). 


2021: REVELLE PICKS UP 1,000 WINS AT NEBRASKA 

Coach Revelle picked up her 1,000th win at Nebraska during the 2021 
season, the first coach, male or female, to do so for the Huskers. NU 
finished .500 on the season after playing a conference-only schedule in 
accordance with the Big Ten's COVID- protocols. The Huskers played 44 
conference games, the most in school history.

One of the best pitchers in NCAA history is also one of the sport's best 
pitching coaches. As a player, Lori Sippel was a two-time All-American 
at Nebraska, the 1988 Academic All-American of the Year and a 1996 
Olympian. She earned the highest honor a player can receive in 2005, when 
Sippel became the 24th female player inducted to the International Softball 
Federation Hall of Fame and just the fifth from the United States or Canada. 

Sippel has arguably accomplished just as much as a coach as she did 
in her distinguished playing career. Entering her 32nd season at Nebraska 
in 2021 and her 19th as associate head coach, Sippel has made Lincoln a 
destination for top pitchers. Sippel has helped Nebraska set nearly every 
team pitching record during her tenure, while her pitchers have often played 
the leading role in the Huskers’ 20 NCAA Tournament appearances in the 
last 26 years, including three trips to the Women's College World Series. 

Individually, Sippel has produced more all-region pitchers than any other 
pitching coach in the Midwest region. In the last 27 years, Nebraska has 
averaged at least one all-region (26) and all-conference (27) pitcher per 
season, a remarkable accomplishment for a sport where teams frequently rely 
on only one pitcher. Sippel has also tutored pitchers to honors on the national 
and international levels, producing five All-Americans and two Olympians. 


NEBRASKA PITCHING DOMINANT UNDER SIPPEL 

Nebraska has annually boasted one of the country's top pitching staffs 
under the direction of Lori Sippel, widely regarded as one of the nation's 
premier pitching coaches. Sippel has helped Nebraska post an ERA lower 
than the national average in 22 of her first 32 seasons, including 20 of the last 
28 years. Fifteen times Nebraska's season ERA has been more than one run 
lower than the national average, while the Huskers' average ERA is almost 
1.00 lower than the national average during Sippel's tenure. 

In the last 23 years, Sippel’s staffs have posted an ERA under 2.00 14 times. 
During that time, Nebraska has ranked in the top 30 nationally in ERA 10 
times, including two top-15 rankings in the past seven seasons. The Huskers 
average a shutout nearly once every five games during Sippel's tenure, and 
Nebraska has allowed one run or less in 40 percent of its games since Sippel 
became the Huskers’ pitching coach in 1990.

Lori Sippel has consistently developed All-America-caliber pitchers during 
her first 32 seasons as the Huskers’ pitching coach. 

Over the past two decades, Sippel has produced a star pitcher practically 
every year. During the last 27 seasons dating back to 1995, Nebraska 
has averaged one all-region pitcher per season, with all-region pitchers 
advancing to the All-America ballot. 

In asport where teams often rely on one primary pitcher, it soeaks volumes 
to Sippel's coaching ability that Nebraska has averaged one all-region and 
more than one all-conference pitcher over the last 25 seasons.

The top 11 
season win totals in school history have all come under Sippel's watch, along 
with the seven highest strikeout seasons and the top four shutout seasons.

SIPPEL ALSO EXCELS AS NEBRASKA'S OUTFIELD COACH 

In addition to being the Huskers’ pitching coach, Lori Sippel is also in 
charge of Nebraska's outfielders. Sippel has excelled in that area as well 
with Kiki Stokes earning All-America honors as Nebraska's center fielder in 
both 2015 and 2016. Sippel has coached 14 all-region outfielders, 28 all- 
conference performers, three All-Americans and six academic All-Americans. 


SIPPEL A CORNHUSKER FOR LIFE 

Lori Sippel has spent the better part of three decades as a Nebraska 
Cornhusker. Sippel starred in the circle for the Huskers from 1985 to 1988. 
After spending the 1989 season as an assistant coach at Kansas, Sippel 
returned to Nebraska in 1990 and has been in the Husker dugout ever 
since. Counting her playing days, Sippel has been with the Nebraska softball 
program for 36 of the last 37 seasons. During that time, she has been a part of 
15 conference championships and five Women's College World Series teams. 


SIPPEL RE-WROTE HUSKER RECORD BOOK AS PLAYER 

Lori Sippel is arguably the best pitcher in the history of Nebraska softball. 
The first Husker to have her jersey retired, Sippel was a two-time All-American 
in the circle and was the 1988 Softball Academic All-American of the Year. 
In 2015, she was one of 23 members of the inaugural Nebraska Athletics 
Hall-of-Fame class. 

One of only two Husker pitchers to be a two-time All-American, Sippel 
ended her career with a 73-23 record and a 0.54 ERA in 695.1 innings. She 
added 838 strikeouts, 39 shutouts, 16 saves, 80 complete games, six no- 
hitters and one perfect game. Sippel ended her career owning records in 
nine of the 10 categories tracked by NU. Entering 2017, she still holds Husker 
all-time records for ERA, saves, no-hitters and perfect games. 

Sippel also set NU season records for win percentage (.870 in 1987), innings 
(245.2 in 1988), ERA (0.37 in 1986), strikeouts (285 in 1988), shutouts (14 in 
1988) and complete games (29 in 1988). Her ERA record still stands today.

After orchestrating an offensive revival at Colorado State, Diane Miller 
is producing an encore performance in Lincoln. Nebraska's offense has 
exploded under Miller's watch, as the Huskers have set more than 35 school 
records entering her 14th season in 2022. Nebraska's record-breaking 
performances come on the heels of Miller's nine seasons at Colorado State, 
when the Rams' offense set 44 conference records and 14 school records. 

Individually, Husker hitters have combined to earn 39 all-conference 
honors, 24 all-region accolades and seven All-America awards under Miller. In 
her work as Nebraska's catching instructor, Miller has coached four catchers 
to six combined all-conference awards in her first 13 seasons. 

A two-time member of the NFCA Midwest Region Coaching Staff of the 
Year, Miller has helped Nebraska to a pair of NCAA Regional titles, a trip to 
the Women's College World Series and a share of the 2014 Big Ten regular- 
season championship in the past seven seasons alone. 


MILLER MAKES CASE AS PROGRAM'S TOP HITTING COACH 

In only 13 seasons, Diane Miller has made a strong case as the greatest 
hitting coach in the 45-year history of Nebraska softball. The numbers speak 
for themselves, as Nebraska has set team records for batting average, runs, 
home runs, extra-base hits, RBls, slugging percentage, on-base percentage 
and walks in just the last four seasons.

MILLER EXCELS AS NU'S CATCHING INSTRUCTOR 

In addition to directing the Husker offense, Diane Miller tutors Nebraska's 
catchers. Her work with the Husker catchers has been just as impressive as 
her accomplishments as Nebraska's hitting coach. 

Only one catcher had earned all-region honors in the history of Nebraska 
softball before Miller arrived in 2009. In Miller's 13 seasons working with 
the position, four Husker catchers have been recognized as all-region 
performers. Miller has coached four different catchers to a total of six all- 
conference accolades in the past 13 seasons. 

In 2011, Taylor Edwards earned third-team All-America honors as 
a freshman, becoming the first Husker catcher to earn All-America 
recognition. A two-time All-American, Edwards ended her career as the 
2014 Division | Catcher of the Year. In 2019, Edwards was selected to be 
a member of Team USA and was going to represent the U.S. at the 2020 
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Olympics in Tokyo. However, the Olympics were postponed to 2021 due to 
the Coronavirus pandemic. Edwards served as an alternate for Team USA in 
Tokyo. 


MILLER MAKING MARK IN HUSKER RECORD BOOK 

Nebraska's offense has set more than 35 individual and team records in 
the 13 seasons Diane Miller has been the Huskers’ hitting coach, including 
more than a dozen team records in just the past six seasons. In most cases, 
the Huskers have not simply broken a previous team record, they have 
shattered it. 

In addition to setting school records, the Huskers have also posted 
several other top-five marks in school history. In fact, four of Nebraska's all- 
time top-five home run and RBI totals have come under Miller's direction, 
along with four of the program's top five slugging and on-base percentages. 
Three of the Huskers' top-five all-time marks in batting average, runs, 
doubles and walks have come with Miller leading the Nebraska offense.

HUSKERS SCORING RUNS AT RECORD RATE 

Offense ultimately comes down to scoring runs and the Husker offense 
has been exceptional in that category under Diane Miller. The Huskers have 
scored 300 runs in four of the last eight complete seasons after reaching 
the mark only three times in the program's first 37 complete seasons. 

In fact, the Huskers have averaged nearly 290 runs per complete season 
under Miller. 

Run totals can vary greatly based on the number of games played each 
season, but the Huskers have been even more impressive in runs per game. 
The Huskers have averaged more than 5.0 runs per game in six of the last 
10 complete seasons, a mark reached only twice in the first 35 complete 
seasons in program history. In 2015, the Huskers averaged 6.9 runs per 
game, breaking the previous record - set the prior season - by 1.2 runs per 
game. 

As a nod to Miller's recent success, the Huskers were one of only nine 
teams to rank in the top 50 nationally in scoring every season from 2011 to 
2016.

HOME-RUN HITTING HUSKERS 

Like seemingly every other offensive category, Nebraska's home run 
totals have risen dramatically during the tenure of Diane Miller. The Huskers 
have averaged nearly 46 home runs per complete season in Miller's first 13 
years. 
Nebraska hit a school-record 73 home runs in 2014 and five of the top six 
home run totals in school history have come under Miller's direction. 
The Huskers have slugged 594 home runs in the past 13 complete seasons 
after hitting only 376 home runs in the 11 complete seasons prior to 
Miller's arrival. 


2015 FEATURED TOP OFFENSE IN SCHOOL HISTORY 

Diane Miller's seventh season proved to be her best, as Nebraska boasted 
the best statistical offense in school history in 2015. The Huskers set school 
records for batting average, runs, RBls, walks, on-base percentage and 
slugging percentage. In a testament to Miller's success, Nebraska broke its 
RBI and slugging percentage records for the second straight season. 

The Huskers scored 400 runs for the first time in program history in 2015, 
posted the first .400 on-base percentage at Nebraska and the first .500 
slugging percentage. NU ranked 14th nationally in on-base percentage, 
while ranking 18th in both batting average and scoring. The Huskers 
averaged a school-record 6.9 runs per game in 2015, breaking the previous 
record by 1.2 runs per game.

Alberts took the bold step in announcing that Omaha would reclassify 
from Division II to Division | in all sports in 2011 and simultaneously 
securing conference affiliation with the Summit League for all of the 
department's then-Division II programs. His vision for UNO’s reclassifying 
teams was demonstrated even before the four-year transition period had 
ended. The Omaha baseball team won back-to-back Summit League 
regular-season championships in 2013 and 2014, while the men’s 
basketball team made its first Division | postseason appearance in 2014 
with a berth in the Collegelnsider.com Postseason Tournament. 


During UNO’s time in the Division | ranks under Alberts tenure, the 
Mavericks had six teams and four student-athletes qualify for the NCAA 
Tournament, including hockey advancing to the Frozen Four in 2015 and 
men’s soccer reaching the second round of the NCAA Tournament in the 
spring of 2021. He also expanded opportunities, adding men’s golf and 
men’s soccer in 2011 and Omaha will begin a men’s swimming and diving 
program in 2021-22. 


Throughout his tenure in Omaha, Alberts was focused on enhancing 
the student-athlete experience, including the construction and staffing 
of the Hamilton Academic Excellence Room and the development of the 
Ethel S. Abbott Student-Athlete Development Wing. Those efforts paid 
off in Nebraska-Omaha student-athletes posting consistent collective 
semester grade point averages above 3.3 for 18 consecutive semesters, 
including at least a 3.5 in each of his final three semesters. 


NEBRASKA ATHLETIC ADMINISTRATION 


The facilities around Omaha Athletics received a major uplift during 
his tenure. Maverick Park opened in March of 2021 to rave reviews as 
the home to the Mavericks’ baseball and softball programs. Funding for 
the complex, which includes a 1,500-seat baseball facility and a 650-seat 
softball facility, were raised privately and provided both programs a 
permanent on-campus home for the first time. 


Another crowning achievement was the opening of Baxter Arena in 
2015. Alberts directed efforts to secure community support and funding 
to build the on-campus arena, which allowed the nationally prominent 
hockey program to play on campus and also serve as the home of the 
men’s and women’s basketball and volleyball programs. Caniglia Field 
underwent renovations in 2012, making it one of the finest collegiate 
soccer facilities in the country, highlighted by a FIFA 2-star rated playing 
surface and one of the largest LED videoboards in a soccer-only college 
facility. 


Alberts’ work on behalf of hockey, UNO’s established Division | sport, 
also paid dividends. He successfully guided the Mavericks into the new 
National Collegiate Hockey Conference in 2013-14. The following year, 
Omaha reached the 2015 NCAA Frozen Four. 


In addition, Alberts and his team led Omaha Athletics into a 
partnership with Learfield, a national leader in the marketing of collegiate 
athletics, and developed Omaha Sports Properties. As the exclusive 
corporate sponsorship sales unit for UNO Athletics, Omaha Sports 
Properties further enhanced revenue and increased brand prominence 
locally, regionally and nationally. 


As part of UNO’s reclassification to Division |, Alberts oversaw the 
rebranding of UNO athletics with new primary and secondary logos and 
a greater focus on strengthening the Maverick brand both regionally and 
nationally. 


As a student-athlete, Alberts was an All-American on and off the 
football field as a Husker Blackshirt. He was Nebraska's first Butkus Award 
winner in 1993, helping Coach Tom Osborne's Huskers to an undefeated 
regular season and an Orange Bowl appearance against Florida State. A 
first-team All-American by every major publication in 1993, he was also 
the Football News National Defensive Player of the Year, the Big Eight 
Male Athlete of the Year, and the Big Eight Defensive Player of the Year. 
His No. 34 jersey was retired at the 1994 Red-White Spring Game. In 
2015, he was elected to the College Football Hall of Fame. 


Off the field, Alberts earned the NCAA's highest honor, The Today’s 
Top Six Award. A three-time academic All-Big Eight honoree, he was a 
CoSIDA Academic All-American in 1993. He graduated from Nebraska 
before his senior season. 


Alberts was the fifth pick in the 1994 NFL Draft by the Indianapolis 
Colts and played for the Colts until 1996. Following his NFL career, he 
served as an analyst on college and professional football games for major 
national networks, including ESPN, CNN/SI and CBS Sports Network. 


Alberts and his wife Angela have three children —- Chase, Ashtynne and 
Breanna.

He is 
a past-president of both the American Society of Animal Science (ASAS) 
and the National Block and Bridle Club and has served in a number of 
leadership positions for the U.S. Beef Improvement Federation, National 
Cattlemen's Beef Association, National Pork Board, the National Research 
Council of the National Academy of Sciences, the Association of Public 
and Land-Grant Universities, and Alpha Gamma Rho national fraternity. 
He currently is a member of a number of boards including the Big Ten 
Conference, Neogen Corporation, and Supporters of Agricultural Research, 
and was recently named to the Presidential Forum of the NCAA representing 
the Big Ten Conference. He was named a fellow of ASAS in 2014 and 
a fellow of the American Association for the Advancement of Science in 
2015, and he received the Morrison Award, the highest academic honor 
given to an animal scientist, in 2017.

Scott M. Fuess Jr. was named the University of Nebraska-Lincoln faculty 
athletics representative on Feb. 21, 2020. He officially began his new role 
on July 1, 2020. 

As faculty athletics representative, Fuess serves as a liaison between the 
Office of the Chancellor and Athletic Department. Areas of focus in the role 
include the welfare of student-athletes, maintaining the positive relationship 
between athletics and faculty, NCAA compliance, developing andresponding 
to NCAA legislative proposals and representing the university at related 
NCAA and Big Ten Conference meetings. 

The half-time position - which was restructured to an expected term of 
five years - reports directly to Chancellor Ronnie Green and consults with 
Athletic Director Bill Moos. The representative splits academic year time 
equally between academic responsibilities and faculty representative duties. 

“The faculty athletics representative plays a key role as a leader dedicated 
to protecting and enhancing the student-athlete experience both here 
at Nebraska and across the NCAA,” Green said in announcing Fuess’ 
appointment. “Scott has needed experience with intercollegiate athletics 
and in training the next generation of athletics administrators. | know he will 
serve in distinction, continuing Nebraska's tradition as a national leader in 
the student-athlete experience.” 

Fuess, the Steinhart Distinguished Professor of Business and former chair 
of the College of Business’ economics department, has worked at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln since 1986. He serves on the Faculty Senate’s 
Intercollegiate Athletics Committee, having chaired the committee for 2018- 
19 and a sub-committee in 2017-18. 

“It's an honor to serve the university as its faculty athletics representative,” 
Fuess said. “| embrace the challenge to uphold and advance the university's 
well-earned reputation for supporting student-athlete academic success, as 
well as our renown for ethical leadership in intercollegiate sports.” 

In August 2018, Fuess was named director of the university's cross- 
disciplinary master’s degree program that offers a specialization in 
intercollegiate athletics administration. The program - which has been 
completed by 48 Huskers - is built on MBA coursework, allowing students to 
earn hands-on experiences through Nebraska Athletics, industry professionals, 
other universities and alumni. 

Fuess earned a bachelor's degree from the University of Delaware, as 
well as master’s and doctoral degrees from Purdue University. His research 
interests revolve around issues of economics, primarily in labor, collegiate 
athletics and Japan.

Carter served as 
superintendent of the U.S. 
Naval Academy in Annapolis, 
Md., from 2014 to 2019, the 
longest continuously serving 
superintendent in Annapolis 
by special request of the 
Secretary of the Navy and the 
Chief of Naval Operations. As 
superintendent - the Naval 
Academy's equivalent of a 
university president - Carter 
oversaw all functions of the 
institution, including leadership of 4,400 students and 1,500 faculty and 
staff, management of a $500 million budget and oversight of academics, 
facilities, admissions and policy. 

He also formed the nation’s first accredited cyber operations major and 
accredited a nuclear engineering major at the Naval Academy. During his 
tenure, the academy was ranked as the nation’s No. 1 public university 
by Forbes Magazine. Prior to that role, Carter was president of the U.S. 
Naval War College in Newport, R.I., where he led 1,600 resident students, 
100,000-plus distance education students and 600 faculty and staff in 
graduate-level education. 

Carter was a successful fundraiser in both roles, working with his 
foundations to raise a total of $400 million in philanthropic support 
for academic programs. He also worked with Congress to direct $120 
million toward a new cyber operations building at the Naval Academy; 
the building will be named after Rear Admiral Grace Hopper, the first 
at any service academy to be named for a woman. Carter has extensive 
experience briefing members of Congress and has shared the stage at 
speaking events with Presidents Donald Trump and Jimmy Carter and 
Vice Presidents Mike Pence, Joe Biden and Dick Cheney. 

Carter also boasts extensive military service, having graduated from the 
Navy Fighter Weapons School (Top Gun) in Miramar, Calif., in 1985. He was 
commander for the Carrier Strike Group Twelve, in which he commanded 
20 ships, two nuclear-powered aircraft carriers and two carrier air wings 
that were deployed to Afghanistan and the Arabian Gulf. He is a naval 
flight officer with more than 6,300 flying hours, and has completed 2,016 
carrier-arrested landings, an American record. 

Carter earned his bachelor’s degree in physics and oceanography from 
the U.S. Naval Academy. He also has educational credentials from the 
18-month-long Navy Nuclear Power School, the U.S. Air Force Air War 
College, the Naval War College and the Armed Forces Staff College. 

The son of an English teacher, Carter was raised in Burrillville, R.I., a 
rural, one-high school town in the northwest corner of the state where he 
became an accomplished clarinetist and baritone saxophone player. He 
and his wife, Lynda, have two adult children, Brittany and Christopher.

REVELLE REACHED HUSKER MILESTONE 

On Feb. 27, Nebraska beat Michigan State 7-1 at the Big Ten Bonanza. 
With the win, the Huskers gave Head Coach Rhonda Revelle her 1,000th 
win overall at Nebraska. Revelle became the only coach in Nebraska 
history, male or female, to reach that milestone. 


BILLIE ANDREWS MADE AN IMMEDIATE IMPACT 

Billie Andrews made an immediate impact for the Huskers. A four-time 
Big Ten Freshman of the Week honoree, Andrews led all Big Ten freshmen 
in hits,runs and RBls while ranking second in home runs and slugging 
percentage and third in average and steals. She also led Nebraska in 
hits, runs, RBls, triples and stolen bases while tying for the team lead in 
home runs. Andrews producded a 12-game hitting streak, the longest by a 
Husker in 2021. She was the only player in the Big Ten Conference to score 
30 runs and drive in 30 runs during the regular sesaon. 

Andrews became the first Husker freshman to be a first-team All-Big 
Ten selection and the 11th Husker freshman of all-time to earn first-team 
all-conference honors. Andrews was also the first Husker to make the Big 
Ten All-Freshman Team, which began in 2018. Her four Big Ten Freshman 
of the Week honors puts her at the fourth-most awards in Big Ten history. 


12 HUSKERS NAMED TO ACADEMIC ALL-BIG TEN TEAM 

A total of 12 Nebraska softball student-athletes were recognized as 
Academic All-Big Ten honorees. Tristen Edwards was named to the 
Academic All-Big Ten team for the fourth time in her career, while Olivia 
Ferrell, Ally Riley, Rylie Unzicker and Sarah Yocom were each recognized 
for the third time in their careers. Samantha Owen, Anni Raley and Karlee 
Seevers each earned their second career appointment to the Academic All- 
Big Ten team, while Brooke Andrews, Payton Huscroft, Courtney Wallace 
and Cam Ybarra were first-time honorees. 


FIVE HUSKERS NAMED BIG DISTINGUISHED SCHOLARS 

Five softball players were honored as Big Ten Distinguished Scholars, 
inlcuding Olivia Ferrell, Anni Raley, Karlee Seevers, Rylie Unzicker and Sarah 
Yocom. 

Ferrell was named to the list for the third time in her career, while Raley, 
Seevers, Unzicker and Yocom were named to the list for the second time in 
their careers. 

To be eligible for selection, students must be a recipient of Academic 
All-Big Ten Recognition in the previous academic year, must have been 
enrolled full-time at the institution for the entire previous academic year 
(two semesters or three quarters) and earned a minimum GPA of 3.70 or 
better during the previous academic year (excluding any summer grades).

EDWARDS SETS NUMEROUS OFFENSIVE RECORDS 

Tristen Edwards had an outstanding senior year to finish her career at the 
top of almost every Nebraska offensive record despite having two of her 
seasons shortened due to the coronavirus pandemic. 

Edwards set the record for most doubles in a career with 49. The record 
was previously held by Kim Ogee, who had 48. She tied her sister's (Taylor) 
record of hit by pitch in a career, tallying 39. Edwards finished her career 
ranked second in slugging percentage (.674) and extra-base hits (99). She 
finished in third in career home runs with 49 and in fifth in total bases with 
411. Edwards tallied 169 runs scored (sixth-highest) and finished with a .349 
batting average (seventh-highest). 

The Murrieta, Calif., native, finished her career as a three-time First-Team 
All-Big Ten selection, a third-team NFCA All-Midwest Region selection 
in 2019 and a second-team NFCA All-Midwest Region selection in 2021. 
Edwards was named a Big Ten Player of the Week six times and earned All- 
America honors from Softball America in 2020. She was a four-time Academic 
All-Big Ten honoree and earned a spot on the Tom Osborne Citizenship 
team five times.

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The 1982 season marked softball’s first year as an NCAA sport 
and the inaugural Women’s College World Series was held at 
Seymour Smith Field in Omaha. A field of 16 teams competed 
in regional play, with the eight winners advancing to the World 
Series. Head Coach Nancy Plantz made sure the hometown 
Huskers would be a part of the inaugural event, as she guided 
her team to a 33-14 record and Nebraska’s first-ever Big Eight 
championship. After taking 2-of-3 games from Missouri in the 
Mideast Regional, NU finished 1-2 in Omaha to tie for fifth place. 


After missing the 1983 event, the Huskers finished in a third-place tie 
at the 1984 Women’s College World Series. Wayne Daigle guided 
Nebraska to a 39-13 record and a Big Eight championship, setting a 
school record for victories that would stand until 1987. The Huskers’ 
path to Omaha was not easy, as NU needed 18 and 14 innings to post 
one-run victories over conference foe Oklahoma State in the Mideast 
Regional. At the World Series, NU posted a 2-2 record. The Husker 
offense posted a World Series-high .248 average, but Nebraska's 
1.22 ERA was nearly one run higher than the ERA of any of the other 
seven teams. Denice Feldhaus, Ann Schroeder and Peg Richardson 
were named to the all-tournament team as Richardson (.500) and 
Schroeder (.455) were the top two hitters at the World Series. 


In 1985, Nebraska advanced to the Women’s College World 
Series title game before finishing runner-up to UCLA. The 
Huskers breezed to the title game behind the arm of Lori 
Sippel, as Nebraska outscored its first three opponents 13- 
1. In the championship game, 3,180 fans watched as Janet 
Pinneau recorded a walk-off RBI single in the bottom of the 
ninth inning to give UCLA the title. In the World Series opener, 
Sippel tossed the fourth no-hitter in World Series history against 
Louisiana Tech. Despite her no-hitter, Sippel did not earn a spot 
on the all-tournament team, but the Huskers had four players 
who did, including Ginger Cannon who had a tournament- 
best five RBls. In the regular season, Nebraska finished 38-11 
and won its second straight Big Eight championship. NU’s 
appearance in the 1985 postseason was later vacated by the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions.

In the event's final appearance in Omaha, Ron Wolforth led 
his first Husker team to the Women’s College World Series in 
1987. Led by second-team All-Americans Lori Sippel and Lori 
Richins, the 1987 Nebraska Cornhuskers were the first team in 
school history to win 40 games in a season, as their 41 victories 
stood as the school record until 1995. In the postseason, NU 
defeated familiar foe Fresno State in finishing in a tie for third 
place at the World Series. Sippel finished with a 0.50 ERA at 
the World Series, earning a spot on the all-tournament team. 


The NCAA Tournament field expanded to 20 teams in 1988, 
but that did not stop the Nebraska Cornhuskers from advancing 
to the program's second consecutive Women’s College World 
Series, and NU’s fifth appearance in the first seven years of the 
event. The Huskers captured their fifth consecutive Big Eight 
championship during the regular season and traveled outside 
of Nebraska for the World Series, which was contested in 
Sunnyvale, Calif. Nebraska posted a 1-2 showing in Sunnyvale, 
finishing in a tie for fifth place. Lori Sippel posted an individual 
best 0.00 ERA to lead Nebraska to a World Series-low 0.30 
team ERA. Despite the strong pitching performances, outfielder 
Margie Ogrodowicz was the Huskers’ lone all-tournament 
selection. 


Nebraska advanced to the Women’s College World Series out of 
a 48-team field for the first time in 2002. The 2002 Cornhuskers 
are also the only one of NU’s seven World Series teams to 
advance to the event by winning a regional away from Lincoln. 
In the regular season, Nebraska posted its third straight 50-win 
season, finishing with a 50-14 record. The Huskers breezed 
through the lowa City Regional, before losing two tough one- 
run games in Oklahoma City. Seventh-seeded Nebraska fell 
to No. 2 Arizona in the opener, before defeating sixth-seeded 
Michigan. The Huskers were then eliminated by No. 8 Florida 
State. In a pitching dominated event, Nebraska's .191 average 
ranked third, while the Huskers’ 1.40 ERA ranked sixth. 


Head Coach Rhonda Revelle, who was a starter on NU’s 1982 
inaugural Women’s College World Series team, returned 
her alma mater to the championship event in 1998, the final 
season that featured a 32-team field. The Huskers establisheda 
school-record .800 winning percentage, finishing with a 48-12 
record. NU swept both the regular season and postseason Big 
12 titles, finishing a perfect 20-0, including the only undefeated 
regular season in conference history. Led by three first- or 
second-team All-Americans, Nebraska tied for fifth place at 
the World Series in Oklahoma City. A potent Husker offense 
hit just .086 in the event, but Ali Viola slugged a home run in 
her final career at bat, marking Nebraska’s second home run 
in 25 all-time World Series games. 


The 2013 Huskers, who began the year unranked, made 
history by becoming Nebraska's first team to advance to the 
WCWS out of a 64-team field. Following a successful regular 
season, NU earned the No. 14 national seed and was selected 
to host an NCAA Regional. The Huskers swept through the 
NCAA Lincoln Regional, outscoring their opponents 21-6 to 
advance to the first NCAA Super Regional in school history. The 
Huskers then went 2-1 at No. 3 Oregon in Head Coach Rhonda 
Revelle’s hometown to punch their ticket to Oklahoma City. At 
the World Series, Nebraska suffered a pair of heartbreaking 
one-run, extra-inning losses to Washington and Florida. The 
Huskers’ classic with the Gators went 15 innings after Nebraska 
rallied from a three-run deficit in the bottom of the seventh.

That year, Day helped Nebraska 
finish second at the WCWS (later vacated by the NCAA Committee 
on Infractions) and earned the prestigious Honda Award for her 
achievements.

A three-time 
All-American, Viola only missed All-America accolades in her junior year, 
when she missed most of the season due to injury. Viola is also the only 
two-time first-team All-American in school history. A two-time Big 12 
Player of the Year, Viola still owns Nebraska’s season records for hits 
(87 in 1995), home runs (22 in 1998), RBIs (72 in 1995) and slugging 
percentage (.865 in 1998). She is also still Nebraska's all-time leader 
in batting average (.418), RBIs (213) and slugging percentage (.760).

RO HRE still 
ranks among Nebraska's all-time leaders in several categories, including 
batting average (second, .379), hits (first, 266), runs scored (fourth, 168), 
doubles (tied for first, 48) and total bases (fourth, 378). 
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Jenny Voss became the first in a long line of great Husker pitchers to 
earn first-team All-America honors in 1998, when she finished with 
40 wins.
